It 
shqWed that the immense combinations 
had Increased from £00 in number to 353 
and h'ave Issued stock to the amount 
of $5.118.500.000 and bonds aggregating 
57U.38ft.000. 
This, it further stated, is 


90 per cent of the entire amount invest- 
ed. in all branchts nf manufacturing In 
1890. 
Judge Van Wyck then went on 


to argue that this process of consoli- 
dating the various branchesxf business 
will eventually make it Impossible for 
an individual to engage in any kind of 
business with his own capital. 


HP continued:

Th* Membtri 
Witt Sail on the 


Badger Within Ten Day* 


WASHINGTON, April I3;-The Sa7 
moan commission will sail for Apia 
on the naval transport Badger, leaving 
San Pranciato on the 25th Instant. This 
arrangement was made today after 
Baron Speck von Sternberc, first secre- 
tary of the German embusy, had call- 
ed on Secretary Hay and advised him 
of hi* appointment* as the German 
member of the high commission. This 
completed the body. 
As the plan to 


have the members.-get away on the 
'Mariposa, sailing on the 19t*i, was no 
longer feasible, the transport Badger, 
now' «t Oallao, Peru, on her way to San 
Francisco, was placed at the disposal 
'of the commission. 
. The formal announcement of Baron 
von Sternburg's appointment was re- 
ceived from the German foreign office 
and gave general satisfaction among 
officials anil diplomats, as throughout 
the recent troubles he everted his in- 
fluence fn such a "way as to win the 
heartiest approval of the state .depart- 
ment as well as the .British -embassa- 
dor. 


His choice, therefore.- was accepted 


as an evidence that the commissioners 
would be able to co-operate and to 
reach the unanimous decision called tor 
by the agreement. 
The early sailing 


of the commission is regarded as evi- 
dence that the recent collision at Apia 
will he diplomatically settled. 


Baron von Sternburg, who belongs ti 


a distinguished German family, devot- 
ed hia early life to the study of mili- 
tary and naval science. 
He fought 


through the 'Franco-Prussian war 
the second Saxon drgoons, was pro- 
moted lieutenant at the- age of 17 and 
was decorated for personal bravery. He 
served as military attache in Washing- 
ton prior to entering the diplomatic 
service. 
He was appointed secretary 


of the German legation at Peking, ser- 
ving as charge d'affaires during the 
important period of the China-Jap- 
anese war. 
Later he was appointed 


charge at Belgrade, Servia, 
Tn 1897 he 


was appointed counsellor and first sec- 
retary of the embassy in Washington 
and has served here since then.

The examination ol Richard Croker 


was a remarkable one, chiefly by reason 
of the answers which he returned to 
the questions propounded to him by 
Mr. Moss.

The Ions expected outbreak between 


the rival Tongs in Chinatown took place 
shortly after 6 o'clock last night. The 
battle was short but bloody and within 
five minutes after the firing of the first 
shot two of the warring Mongolians lay 
dead, two more were mortally wounded 
and others were under arrest for T 
der. 


The whole tragedy was enacted so 


quickly that before the crowd had time 
to gather In Chinatown the shooting 
was all over and there was nothing 
eavt the bloody corpses of the mur- 
dered Chinamen to indicate what had 
occurred. 


Th* battle had evidently been skill- 


fully planned and no officers were on 
the scene when the fusillade com- 
menced. 
Policeman Antone George, 


who is on the day beat In Chinatown, 
had just gone off duty and his place 
had been taken by J.-D. Mores. 
The 


latter had not been in Chinatown "ten 
minutes when two rather Jovial looking 
Mongolians walked up to him and in- 
vited him to Pagan's saloon to have a. 
cigar. The policeman, of course, never 
suspected the object of the Celestials 
and readily accompanied them. 
They 


•were in Ihe saloon, two blocks away 
from the heart of CMnatewn, when the 
shooting began. 


THE FIRST SHOT. 


The first shot was fired in the alley 


Just north of Tulare street between F 
and G street. 
No one sair the open- 


ing of the battle and it will probably 
never be known just-how it commenced. 
Hi Rapelji, the watchman, was in 
Irown's saloon, at the corner of Tulare 
and G straets, when the first shot was 
fired. 
He rushed out and ran in the 


direction of the shooting. Upon reach- 
Ing the .alley he saw two Chinamen 
leaning over the prostrate form of a 
third. 
Each of the Mongolians was 


armed with a Colt's revolver and both 
were firing at the body, on the ground 
between them. 


Further up the alley were at least a 


dosen Mongolians all blazing away and 
running to and fro in an excited man- 
ner. 
As Rapelji ran up to arrest the 


Chinamen, who were shooting at the 
man lying on the sidewalk a prominent 
member of the BIng Kung Company 
rushed by him, pursued by a hlghbiud- 


The fugitive took shelter In a hall- 


way leading to a tan den. No sooner 
had he reached the door than the man 
who had followed him fired. The bul- 
let struck Leon Tung In the forehead 
and he dropped dead. 
Rapelji caught 


the murderer by the queue and held 
him until other officers arrived. 
At 


the Jail he gave the name of Wong 
Duck. 


The Mongols who were shooting at 


the man on the ground ran »way before 


up, saying he had a right to carry It. 
His objections, however, were soon 


,-ercome. 
Ah Sins was tafcen to jail by Police- 


man Henry Russell and 3en Ting was 
locked up by Constable Puleston. The 
latter Chinaman was charged with vag- 


"iTwas thought that the Mongolians 
who took part in the shooting would 
make an attempt to leave town on th* 
midnight train, but It was .closely 
watched and none of them succeeded 
in getting away. - 


WEAPONS FOUND. 


Among the curios found In the dens 


which were searched were three steel 
coats of mail used by the Mongolians 
for protection against knives and bul- 
lets. They are made in the style of a 
vest, without sleeves, and are composed 
of closely woven steel links.
